WINDSOR-—By the end of the year there could once again be 
dancing by candlelight in the ballroom of historic Hope. 

Restoration of the second floor, including the drawing room which 
served as a grand ballroom and features paneled wainscoting and den- 
tiled cornices, and the large library, both significant features of fhe 
building, is going well and is scheduled for completion by late fall. 

Once work moved to the inside, the restoration appeared to move 
slowly with so many little details to attend to and so many small pieces to 
be replaced. And there was a tremendous cleaning job to be done. 

The exterior of this Federal Period mansion, which has been called 
one of the most impressive structures built in North Carolina and one of 
the finest examples of Georgian architecture anywhere, has nearly been 
‘returned to its former beauty. 

The restoration is now in its fourth year. The master cratisman 
working on the project is W. M. Kemp, who was recently recognized by 
the North Carolina Society for the Preservation of Antiquities for his 
restoration work on several projects including Hope. 

Mr. Kemp often recalls how he thought Hope ‘’was the most 
hopeless thing | had ever seen’’ when he was first approached about 
taking the project. Any reluctance he felt, however, was pushed aside by 
the challenge it presented and now he feels this will be one of the finest 
restorations in North Carolina. His enthusiasm has served to boost that of 
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LUFE INSURANCE COMPANY Home Office: Greensboro, N.C. 
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the Foundation and especially that of John E. Tyler, who has served since 
Pegaso 9 as restoration chairman, and who now heads the Foun- 
ation. 

Wayland L. Jenkins, Jr. served as first president of the 
organization until last December. 

Surprising is the fact that the house has withstood all the abuse that 
has come through the years. There were times that it stood vacant and 
teenagers used the walls to write their names. At other times, it was 
occupied by tenant families. How close it came to going up in flames was 
evidenced by a charred first floor where hot coals from the fireplace 
burned through the floor. There are other rooms where small floor chars 
lead one to believe hot coals were taken from one fireplace to another. 

Also surprising is the fact that workers have been abie to find 
enough original pieces of decorative work and hardware to duplicate and 
every piece of the restoration is authentic. 

Mr. Kemp has found it interesting to note how windows and doors 
had been moved from one place to another in the house. Prior to the sale 
of the house and 18 acres of land surrounding it to the Foundation, tenant 
families had used the bottom portion of the house, and, apparently, when 
they needed a window or a door, they went upstairs to get if. 

The house actually consists of three levels. The bottom level or 
brick foundation of the house is high enough to allow the basement to be 
completely above ground. This portion inciudes a winter kitchen which is 
ready for furnishing. Also on this level is space that is to be used as a 
visitor center and county museum. A number of items have already been 
obtained for display here. 

On the first floor in addition to a spacious entrance hall which 
extends from the front to the rear of the house, there are two bedrooms, 
the main dining room and the family dining room, all with woodwork 
intact. 

Once the property was acquired, first efforts were directed ai 
repairs that would save the house from further damage by the elements. 
The roof was repaired and broken windows replaced. As soon as possible, 
all the blinds were replaced to protect the new window panes from 
vandals. 

The Windsor Junior Chamber of Commerce provided a protective 
fence around the building. Brick work around the house was repaired 
and repointed and weather boarding was replaced. Grills were put in 
after some emergency grill work was done. 

Some of the materials for the restoration have come from a house 
of the same period located several miles away from Hope and purchased 
by the Foundation for this purpose. Recently materials from another 
house were used to replace the flooring in a first floor room that was 
burned through and to repair worn flooring in other rooms and the front 
hall. ; 
Kemp said they were particularly lucky to find flooring for the hall 
20 feet long. He says there is the longest material inthis house he has ever 
seen. There were no joints on the floor of the ballroom. There is enough 
heavy timber in this house to build another one just like it,’’ he added. 

The land on which Hope was built was originally granted in the 
1720's to members of the Hobson family by the Lords Proprietors. Later 
Francis Hobson, who had come into possession of the property married 
Elizabeth Williamson. In 1765 he deeded the property to her. After 
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Thomas Gallop of the W. M. Kemp Co. applying the finishing touches fo the repairs of the wainscoting in the drawing room 


at Hope. 


Hobson’‘s death she married Zedekiah Stone who had left New Engiand to 
settle in Bertie County. 

Thus the property came into the Stone family and in February 1793 
it was deeded to David Stone by his father, Zedekiah Stone, as a wedding 
gift. David Stone was married a month later to Hannah Turner, the 17- 
year-old daughter of Simon Turner of Bertie County. 

Building of the Hope mansion probably began at the end of the 18th 
century. Architectural research substantiates this dating and 
documentary evidence proves that the house had reached the final stage 
of completion by 1803. 

While professional research was being conducted into the life of the 
Stone family and the mansion’s history, the Foundation went about its big 
task of raising money. Donations have come from aimost everywhere 
and there have been incentive and outright grants from the North 


Carolina Legislature and the Richardson Foundation. 
As funds continued to become available, the restoration has gone 


on almost uninterrupted. Work on the outside made a big show quickly, 


especially after a prime coat of yellow paint was applied (blinds are dark 
green and trim is white). The roof is covered with handmade shingles 


dipped in a compound to protect and age them. 

The approach to the house is to the back. The colonial road from 
Windsor to Halifax, known as ‘’The Halifax Road”, has disappeared from 
the front of the house. The main facade of Hope has a double portico with 
slender turned columns and a Chinese Chippendale balustrade. The 
““Widow’s Walk” across the top of the roof is enclosed with a balustrade of 


the same design. 
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The back porch had completely disappeared and has been 
replaced. Red doors on the front and back complete the color scheme. 

On the interior there are a few places where the original plaster is 
being kept. Kemp Says it was a good grade of plaster that was used. The 
library features built-in bookcases that extend floor-to-ceiJing on two 
walls. There is a complete inventory of the 1400 books contained in 
Governor Stone’s library. Plaster in these bookshelves is being retained 
and in one section there is penciled writing believed to have been done by 
David Stone. : 

There were 130 pieces of glass replaced in the bookshelf doors. 
Some broken pieces were left in because Kemp said they were too good to 
destroy. 

Paint samples have been taken and the color scheme for each 
second floor room determined. The entire house never had but one coat of 
paint originally but other coats have been put over this two or three times 
during its years of use. Eight to a dozen samples were taken per room to 
determine the colors used in each room. 

Cleaning has been a big job. All the floors have been scrubbed three 
times and a protective wax sealer has been put on the second floor. Kemp 
says this will give the floors their original natural appearance and will 
make them easy to keep clean. A coating lasts nine months or more, 
depending on the number of visitors passing through. All the woodwork 
has been scrubbed several times to remove an accumulation of grease 
and this was especially hard in the cornices. 

Exterior work is complete. The heating and electrical system is 
expected to be installed this summer. Once this phase is completed 
plasterers are to begin work on the second floor and, once they are done, 
only the painting will remain before furnishings can be moved in. 

There has been much interest in watching progress on the 
restoration and visitors have been frequent, although the home is not 
open to the public except by appoiniment. 

Hope is located on N.C. 308 west of Windsor, a highway which has 
officially been designated ‘‘The Governors’ Highway” in honor of David 
Stone and Locke Craig, whose homes are on the present highway, and Lt. 
Governor Francis D. Winston, whose home stands just a short distance 
from this highway in Windsor.
